April 16 a noon newscast 
reported the first forest fire 
of the season, in Angeles 
Forest. 

Most of us were shocked, 
believing that the winter 
rains and the abundant 
green new growth Insured us 
against forest fires until real 
summer was on us. 

However, we shrugged it 
off, for the report said only 
ten acres were threatened. 
The 2 p.m. newscast, though, 
said the fire had spread to 
40 acres “and was not yet 
controlled.” 

Next morning’s Times re¬ 
ported the fire had black¬ 
ened 2,500 acres, and still 
wasn’t out. The explanation 
was that several years of 
drought had killed so much 
underbrush that though the 
forests are green again much 
of the green is just a thin 
veneer over tinder dry 
growth. 

I repeat these facts be¬ 
cause some of us may havi’ 
missed them and should 
consider them. Carelessness 
of .smokers ,campers or pic¬ 
nickers, this summer will be 
akin to carelessness in a 
powder magazine. Flowers 
and weeds and grasses 
which have sprung into love¬ 
liness fast will die and 
wither just as fast. 

And think what it means 
to lose 2,500 acres of beauty 
and watershed, shade and 
refreshment.
